The active preparations for the 
tpproaching presidential 
nominat­ 
ing conventions recall, says the 
1 rade Record of The National City 
Bank of New York, some interest­ 
ing bits of history about the meth­ 
ods by which presidential candi­ 
dates have been designated. 
For 
nearly a half century in the earlier 
period of our political history the 
presidential candidates were select­ 
ed without the formality of nom­ 
inating conventions. 
1‘rior to 1800 
no formal nominations were made 
by the respective parties but be­ 
ginning with the year 1800 caucuses 
if members of Congress represent­ 
ing each party were held for the 
purpose of naming candidates of 
the respective parties for the presi­ 
dency and this system continued 
in vogue for more than a quarter 
r»f a century. 
The members of the 
‘Congressional Caucus” took pains 
to state that their action in nom­ 
inating 
candidates 
for 
their re­ 
spective parties were not made in 
their official capacity as members 
of Congress but in their private 
capacity as citizens of the United 
States. 
In 1812 there was ore exception 
to the general custom of selecting 
the party candidate by Congres­ 
sional caucuses and in that year oc­ 
curred the first presidential nomin­ 
ating convention ever held in the 
United States. 
It met in the City 


of New York representing the Fed­ 
eralist 
Party and nominated De 
Witt Clinton for its candidate for 
the 
approaching 
election. 
Thus 
New York was the scene of the 
first convention for the nomination 
of a party candidate for the pres­ 
idency. 
This innovation did not, however, 
prove satisfactory and the Congres­ 
sional caucuses continued to name 
the candidates down to about 1820, 
but the dissatisfaction with that 
method grew apace and after at­ 
tempts to substitute a legislative 
caucus action the plan of national 
nominating conventions was 
de­ 
veloped and in 1832 all three great 
parties, the Democratic, National 
Republican or Whig, and the Anti- 
Masonic, held for the first time 
national conventions for the selec­ 
tion and nomination of their re­ 
spective candidates and this process 
of selection of candidates has been 
followed from that time to date. 
Curiously all three of these first 
conventions of 1832 were held at 
Baltimore which was not only a 
convenient point of access for the 
then limited traveling facilities of 
the country but also convenient to 
the Member of Congress at Wash­ 
ington. 
In fact, Baltimore was the 
chief convention city until the de­ 
velopment of the railway system 
rendered it practicable for East to 
meet West in the great Mississippi 
Valley, and the first convention 
west of the Alleghanies occurred at 
Cincinnati in 1856. This westward 
movement, however, continued with 
the growth of the country and the 
expansion of the railroad systems, 
and nominating conventions were 
held in Chicago in 1864, St. Louis 
in 1876, Minneapolis in 1892, Kansas 
City in 1900, Denver in 1908, aad 


San Francisco in 1920. 
Bakimoi 
in the early days of nominating! 
conventions and Chicago in thej 
more recent years have been the 
favorites, the total number of pres­ 
idential conventions held in Balti­ 
more having been 14, Chicago 13, 
S t Louis 5, Philadelphia 4, < incin-n 
nati 3, New York 2, and Harris­ 
burg, 
( harlcston, 
Minneapolis, 
Kansas 
City, 
Denver, 
and San 
Francisco one each. 
Membership in the nominating 
convention is at the rate of 2 del­ 
egates for each electoral vote, each 
state being entitled to twice as 
many delegates as it has electoral 
votes, and for each delegate there 
is also an “alternate” who usually 
attends the convention in order to 
be ready to act at a moment's 
notice in the absence by illness or 
otherwise of the delegate whom he 
is to represent in case of necessity.

conventions the unit rule does not 
prevail and each member is per­ 
mitted to act individually on ques-i 
tions coming before the convention.. 
Since the advent of woman suf­

convention and the number of wo­ 
men delegates at the Republican 
convention of 1916 was 2 and 2 
alternates, and in the Democratic 
convention of that year 13.

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F E E D IN G T H E CHILD 
T 
H E child of the family being the 
most important member as to 
feeding, it is wise to follow* the Eng­ 
lish custom of having a table for 
the children. Here there is no temp­ 
tation for them to taste food not 
good for them, for it is not seen or 
desired and there is no compromise 
between what they ought to have 
and what they want. 
ibe re>ult. 
when 
intelligently 
fed, 
will 
be 
sturdy, healthy youngsters. Not so 
many American families follow this 
custom because of indifference, but 
inore because of necessity. 
In homes where they cannot be 
fed alone and properly they are too 
often allowed to eat at the family 
table where they usually cry and 
get what they cry for, for the sake 
of peace and at the sacrifice of 
health, manners and morals. 
There are ways where meals may 
be simplified so that the children 
may be served at the same time 
without harm, 
«me may restrict 
the diet of the adults to conform to 
the food needed for the children, 
having dinner at noon or letting the 
little people have a simple supper 
by themselves earlier in the evening 
than the dinner hour. 
Children under five years of age 
should he given food easy of diges­ 
tion. avoiding rich food of all kinds, 
pastries and cakes, except sponge. 
No rich puddings or sauces and 
very little meat anti that at long in­ 
tervals. 
Fortunately the child who has not 
been pampered and is n good health 
does not desire a variety of food. 
* iood cooked cereals, toast, eggs, 
plenty of milk and fresh fruits, 
stewed prunes, orange juice every 
day with potatoes cooked in various 
ways and chicken once in a while, 
will be enough variety for any nor­ 
mal child. 
One must remember that a grow­ 
ing child needs plenty of food, to 
build the body and supply heat and 
energy, too, for his active body. A 
child’s digestion is more active than 
an adult’s and it is able to take an 
• xtra meal or two daily without 
.rouble. 
A light luncheon in the 
morning and afternoon, if only a 
zlass of milk or a slice of bread 
nd butter, will be found 
quite 
necessary to keep the little active 
oily growing properly.

PASTOR INJURED BY 
DYNAMITE BLAST

R*-v R. L. Payne pastor 
of 
the 
Baptist church had a narrow escape 
from death Thursday afternoon, and 
was injured so severely that it will 
he several days before he can leave 
his bed. 
It was at first feared that 
th. i accident would prove very ser­ 
ious. 
Mr. Payne, with several 
others, 
v is working in the basement of the 
Baptiit church, which is being ex* 
cavated to proviio additional rooms 
for the use of Sunday school. Small 
blasts of dynamite are being used to 
expedite the work and a charge hav 
ing been set the workers r treated 
to what was considered a safe dis­ 
tance. 
Mr. Payne. John 
G. 
Stone 
and J. M McMeekin took refuge in 
a doorway more 
than 
thirty 
feet 
from the blasting point, 
nd waited 
for the shot. 
When the charge ex­ 
ploded, its full force went straight 
in the direction of Mr. 
Payne and 
companions. 
Mr. Stone fell to tho 
ground. Mr. McMeekin slightly be­ 
hind the pastor was merely shaken 
but Rev. Payne 
after 
standin; 
a 
momr.ent crumbled to the basement 
floor. 
The blast 
had 
struck 
him 
fairly and large fragments 
of 
the 
earthy sand-stone 
came 
with 
full 
force against his body. One piece hit 
his leg, another the lower part of his 
abdomen. 
He was carried across to 
t’.e home of Ln'*re Hutchens, where 
he suff ed intersely until Dr. Park­ 
er arrived and administered opiates 
with other emergency treatment to 
offset the fearful shock. 
An hour later Mr. Payne was tak 
en to his home and a closer exam­ 
ination made of his injuries. 
His 
Dg was not brokt n. as 
was 
first 
feared, but frightfully bruised. A 
yet there have been no indications of 
internal injuries, and unless com 
plications develop he will soon be 
on t t * road to recoven’.

Alder 
said he was the son of a local rabbi, 
but that “he and his folks let each 
other alone.” 
Martin Wittman, 20 who was joint­ 
ly charged with Alder in th" rob­ 
bery, pleaded guilty on Januarv 26 
and wr s sen4 teed to five years in 
tho Penitentiary.

INDIANS SEEK TO 
PROTECT ESTATES 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
9 — Rem e­ 
dial legislation 
to 
protect the es­ 
tates of the five civilized tribes of 
Oklahoma from “wholesale rais-man- 
agement,” and attorneys fees, “that 
In some cases have been found to he 
unconscionable,” was advocated yes­ 
terday by Commissioner Burke of 
the Indian buearu. 
Commenting on a report made pub­ 
lic by the Indian's Rights Associa­ 
tion, charging th at the “Indians are 
being, and have been shamelessly 
and openly robbed” through the op­ 
eration of the Oklahoma State Probe 
Law, the commissioner said his bu­ 
reau had been aware for some time 
cf some of the conditions described. 
Recently the bureau conducted an 
investigation in Oklahoma and as a 
result a bill was drafted by the de­ 
partm ent and introduced by Senator 
Harrold, republican, Oklahoma, pro­ 
viding th at the secretary of the in­ 
terior, instead of the state courts, 
shall 
have 
jurisdiction 
over 
the 
lands, funds and other property of 
the “restricted” Indians of the Five 
Civilized Tribes. 


Anti-Saloon league Secre­ 
tary Guilty of Third 
Degree Forgery.

N EW YORK, Feb. 9.—William H. 
Anderson m ust go to Sing Sing Pris­ 
on from one to two years for thiici 
degree 
forgery 
in 
falsifying 
the 
books of the State Anti-saloon Lea­ 
gue of which he is superintendent j 
unless his conviction by a jury on 
January 29 is reversed on appeal. 
In imposing sentence yesterday Su- j 
preme Court Justice Tompkins said: | 
“This crime was deliberately com­ 
m itted” and aggravated “by some of 
his testimony which was obviously 
, untrue,” 
The sentence followed an impas­ 
sioned plea of clemency by former 
Gov. Charles S. W hitman, Ander­ 
son’s chief counsel, and an appeal 
by Ferdinand Pécora, A ssistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney, that the punishment 
“be such as to 
satisfy 
the public 
that justice has been done and that 
the law. is no respector of persons.' 
Anderson was freed in $5000 bail 
on a stay of execution 
to 
permit 
W hitm an to seek a certificate 
of 
reasonable doubt, 
which 
the 
trial 
court refused to grant. 
Arguments 
for a certificate wifi be heard by 
the court on February 15. 
As he left the court room Ander­ 
son was served with papers in a 
$105,000 libel suit brought against 
the league, of which he still is su­ 
perintendent, 
by 
Francis 
Cort- 
wright of Corning, N. Y., who has 
accused the league of having libeled 
him 
in 
literature 
distributed 
throughout tho district in which he 
was a candidate for the state as­ 
sembly in 1922. 
Justice 
Tompkins 
recalled 
that 
Anderson was found guilty of for­ 
gery in the third degree on an indict­ 
ment alleging he had falsified the 
books of the league by transferring 
the sum of $4,000 from the salary' 
account of O. Bertsal! Phillips, a 
fund collector, to Phillips* expense 
account. At the outset the court re­ 
marked th at a suspended sentence 
was custom ary where a defendant 
had confessed and said he was sorry 
when boys committed crimes. 
“But this is not such a case,” de­ 
clared the court. 
“This crime was 
deliberately 
committed. 
After the 
defendant’s attention had been call­ 
ed to the fact that Phillips’ salary 
account had been improperly charg­ 
ed some days elapsed before the al­ 
teration was made. He has not con­ 
fessed and he did not plead guilt>. 
He stood trial and was convicted. 
His case is 
further 
aggravated by 
some of his testimony, which was 
obviously untrue. 
“Some of his testimony could not 
have been true in the statem ents in 
his affidavit to the league were true. 
I refer to his stating that he raised 
the money loaned to the league by 
mortgaging his home in Baltimore. 
This is not a proper case for a fine, 
because the law does not permit it.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 9.—The 
month of February seems to have 
played a prominent part in the his­ 
tory and development of the State of 
Missouri, according to a compilation 
of a list of significant events in the 
state's history made by Floyd Shoe­ 
maker of the State Historical Soc- 
ety here. Mr Shoemaker’s list, which 
covers over a century and includes 
some thirty important events, is as I 
follows: 
• February 1, 1867: Joseph Baldwin, 
founder of the Northeast Missouri ■ 
State Teachers* College, known origi- * 
nally as the Noifh Missouri Normal,j 
arrived In Kirksville to establish the j 
school which was at first a private 
school. 
Mr. Baldwin acted as presi­ 
dent of the school until 1881.

The same crops should not occupy 
the same space in the garden from 
year to year. There are several rea­ 
sons for this. One of the chief ones 
is to 
avoid 
perpetuating 
disease 
wrich may have afflicted 
some o! 
the vegetables the germs of which 
may carry over in the soil. As mem­ 
bers of the cabbage tribe and the 
bean and pea family suffer from dif­ 
ferent 
ailments, 
their 
positions 
should be switched in order that any 
such pests may be discontinued. 
A good plan is to 
reverse 
last 
year’s plan and then change it back 
again next year thus furnishing a ro­ 
tation of crops. 
If this is not done, 
at least the arrangement should be 
changed by moving the sections de­ 
voted to one vegetable this year to 
some other position in the garden 
removed a few feet at least next 
year. 


A good rule would be to plant the 
root crops next year where the leaf 
crops such as lettuce and spinach 
have grown this year or to give the 
root crops the space next >ear where 
the legumes, a term applied to mem- ; 
bers of the pea and 
bean 
family, I 
have been this year. 
It will not be I 
a difficult matter to study out this 
arrangement with a little practice. 
Planting the taller growing crops 
such as corn and tomatoes on 
one 
side 
of the garden 
one year «anil 
t hen moving them over to the other i 
side the following season 
ill be a 
convenient method of securing ro­ 
tation. 
If rotation cannot be con-1 
veniently arranged because of the ] 
small size of the plot, the best way 
is to make up for the deficiency by 
careful 
fertilizing 
and 
occasional 
liming of the soil to sweeten it up.
